Washington, May 6.- President W il­ 
son let it bo known— with emphasis 
during his semi-weekly talk with news­ 
paper men that be will not compromise 
on any feature of th«* Underwood W il 
son tariff bill, which is now before the 
senate, and is thero thn-utened 
with 
vital amendments. 
The president Re­ 
ferred particularly to th«» reports that 
be would be willing to accept compro­ 
mises on the free wool and free sugar 
clauses. 
For the first time since these talks 
became a feature the president al 
lowed himself to be quoted as fol­ 
io w b: 
“Just ray that I am not the kind 
that considers compromises when I 
once take my position.” 


200 Amendments Adopted. 


Fp to dak» the senate finance com­ 
mittee has adopted more than 
200 
amendments to tho house measure. 
Many of them are of a minor cbarae 
ter, but Hie great majority of them 
relate to rates and essential features 
of tariff construction. 
W hile the president was declaring 
his unalterable fealty to free trade 
in sugar and wool. Senator Rnnsdell 
of Louisiana, in deba'e on (he floor 
of the senate was »jm ting the presi­ 
dent’s own words to prove that before 
I election he pooh poohed tho Idea of 
free trade and declared in his letter 
of acceptance that that was not one of 
tli«» principles of the Democratic party 
and that h*\ himself, did not believe 
in free trade. 
Quoting from Mr W il­ 
son’s speech at Pittsburgh, October 
19 last, Mr. Ratisdell said: 
“ The Democratic party 
does 
not 
propose free trade or anything up 
proaching free 
trade, 
it 
merely a reconsideration of the tariff 
schedules as will adjust them to the 
actual business conditions and Inter­ 
ests of the country.”
